STOCKHOLM—<£> reduction of the 
Swedish army by half, and a con. 
siderable reduction of the number Of 
all Swedish vessels except those of 
the battleship class, has Just been 
recommended 
to 
the 
government 
by a special commission on the re­ 
vision of the national defense pol­ 
icy. 
The plan proposed by the com­ 
mission caUs for an annual total ap­ 
propriation of 
about 
$33,000,000 
for the army and 
the 
navy, 
as 
against about twice that amount 
under the present policy. This re­ 
duction ig to be effected by abol­ 
ishing seven regiments of infan­ 
try, four regiments of cavalry, and 
one regiment of artillery, and by

Scientists Pick 
I 
I Island as Point of Watch 
I Eclipse of Moon on Pacific 


(Br the Associated Press) 
I OS ANGELES, Calif., May 23. 
--W hen the shadow of the moon 
ends its diagonal dash across the 
Pacific September 
IO 
next 
and 
strikes inland near Santa Catalina 
Island near here, pilgrims from all 
parts of the world will be on hand 
to watch the first total eclipse of 
the sun visible in the United States 
since 1918. 
Regarded as the most important 
astronomical event of the year, the 
September eclipse will attract thou­ 
sands of scientific meu to south­ 
ern 
California, 
and 
preparations 
have been made to facilitate the 
work of observers and to accomo­ 
date the various scientific organiza­ 
tions which will hold gatherings in 
this city in connection with the 
phenomenon. 
While the total phase of 
the 
eclipse will be visible from Santa 
Catalina Island, several expeditious 
from American and "^European ob­ 
servatories will await the obscur­ 
ation at Ensenada, Lower Califor- 
nia, where the period of totality 
will last three minutes and 35' sec­ 
onds, as against two minutes and AS 
seconds at Santa Catalina. 
Some of the scientist will photo­ 
graph stars in the vicinity of the 
sun in an effort to turther sub­ 
stantiate the Einstein theory, ac­ 
cording to which light rays, being 
matter and therefore subject to the 
pull ol gravitation, are deflected 
from their course by the proximity 
of a heavenly body. 
Other observers will devote their 
attention to the corona, the gol­ 
den emanation which extends out- 
waid from the sun past the border 
of the moon in every direction for 
hundreds of thousands 
of 
miles. 
W ith the spectroscope 
they 
will 
watch for any chemical elements 
hithci^o undetected in the solar at­ 
mosphere. 
Still others will study the rod 
prominences, supposed to be fiery 
matter projected from 
the 
sun’s 
deep Interior with« enormous ve­ 
locity and extending through the 
corona, 
and 
which 
change 
their 
form so rapidly that they are nev­ 
er precisely alike at two consec­ 
utive observing stations during th* 
frame eclipse. 
The exast moment when the ap­ 
parent edge of the moon touches 
that of the sun will be noted by 
still another group of astronomers 
for the purpose of procuring more 
precise data concerning the orbit 
or the moon, and in the hope of 
solving ,a lunar problem of some 
> ears* standing—that is, the small 
but as 
yet unexplained accelera­ 
tion of the moon’s motion in its 
swing around the earth. 
Probably the largest band of ob? 
Servers, however, will corno from 


moon, more than a hundred miles 
in -diameter rushing toward them 
with incredible rapicflty and over­ 
whelming them with an abruptness 
t bat is terrifying. 
While th^ total eclipse will not 
je visible in Los Angeles, nineteen- 
twentieths of the sun’s disc will be 
hidden, leaving 
only 
a 
narrow, 
bright crescent and plunging 
the 
city into temporary gloom.

Cogshall and a party of scientists 
in an astronomical expedition un­ 
der the auspice of Indiana univers­ 
ity for the purposes of making ob- 
svryflftiona 
September

of 
the 
tot9^eclipse of the sun. 
A sixty-foot camera from Kirk-1 
wood observatory at Indiana uni­ 
versity will be part of the equip­ 
ment used, which will he second to 
none in the country, according to 
Professor Cogshall. The results are 
likely to be far reaching. 
“The sun is, of course, thesource 


of all the energy on the earth/* ex­ 
plains the 
Indiana university as­ 
tronomer. “and for that reason any 
addition to our knowledge of the 
sun and its changes is of funda­ 
mental importance. The chief object 
as 
perfect a photographic record 
of the corona as possible. It can be 
of the corona as ossibie. It can be 
seen only during a total eclipse of 
the sun. These eclipses last but a 
few minutes at the longest and it 
is not possible to 
observe 
very 
many of them owing to the fact 
that the narrow path of totality 
frequently 
falls in 
tho ocean or 
across inaccessible territory. We be­ 
lieve we have picked th© best pos­ 
sible point of observation from a 


weather standpoint/* 
The point chosen for the observ­ 
ations is San Felipe bay, on the 
west coast of the Gulf of California, 
144 miles south 
of 
the 
United 
Sfktes boundary. The base of sup­ 
plies probably will . be established j 
at Calexico and the trip to San Fe-1 
lipe will be made overland by au­ 
tomobiles. Assurances of protection 
and assistance have ’heed given by 
Mexican government officials. 
♦Professor Cogshall was a mem­ 
ber of the Indiana university astro­ 
nomical expedition 
to 
Spain 
in 
1905 and of the . Swarthmore col­ 
lege expedition to Brandon, Colo., 
in 1918. He determined the center 
of population of the United States
